Committee  on  Credentials  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Bros.  T.  W.  Dyas,  Toronto,  and  J.  T.  Gould,  Foley. 

Worthy  Master  Hill  welcomed  the  members  to  the 
Third  Annual  Session  of  Dominion  Grange,  with  sugges- 
tions appropriate  to  the  occasion,  congratulating  them  on 
the  proud  success  achieved  in  the  past  year,  and  express- 
ing faith  in  the  future  prospects  of  the  Grange  in  Canada; 
also  giving  a  resume  of  the  work  to  be  submitted  to  the 
meeting,  and  closed  by  counseling  all  to  be  prudent  as 
well  as  earnest  in  their  deliberations,  as  their  action  would 
be  watched  with  anxious  solicitude,  and  the  prosperity  ot

That  the  Dominion  Grange  authorize  the  Worthy  Lecturer  to  visit 
portions  of  territory  where  there  are  no  Granges,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  information  with  regard  to  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  Order. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order. 
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Division  Granges  were  then  called  on,  in  rotation, 
according  10  number,  for  suggestions,  which  suggestions 
were  referred  to  the  appropriate  Committees  when  re- 
ceived— (in  consequence  of  these  suggestions  being  very 
numerous  and  not  all  being  returned  by  Committees,  the 
Secretary  is  unable  to  give  them  in  full)  The  reports  from 
the  several  Committees,  which  were  founded  on  the 
matters  laid  before  them,  will  illustrate  the  nature  and 
substance  of  the  suggestions  submitted. 

The  subject  of  Fire  Insurance  being  brought  before 
the  attention  of  the  meeting,  Bro.  Bull  made  some  appro- 
priate remarks,  giving  information  regarding  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Fire  Insurance  Co.,  expressing  his  sympathy 
with  the  movement,  and  faith  in  its  good  results,  if  properly 
managed. 

Bro.  Cole  also  made  some  suitable  remarks  upon  the 
subject. 

Bro,  Nixon  moved, 

That  this  Grange  have  three  sessions  per  day,  commencing  at  9 
a.m.,  closing  at  12  ;  open  at  2  p.m.,  close  at  6  ;  open  again  at  7.30.  and 
elose  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Master. 

Bro,  Hughes  moved,  in  amendment, 

That  there  be  two  regular  Sessions  per  day,  viz  : — Meet  at  9  a.m.. 
adjourn  at  12  ;  meet  again  at  2  p.m.,  adjourn  at  6  ;  evenings  be  devoted 
to  committee  work. 

Bro:  Staples  moved,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment, 

That  there  be  two  Sessions  per  day,  commencing  at  2  p.m.,  closing 
at  6  j  opening  again  at  7.30. 

This  question  was  discussed  at  considerable  length, 
when,  upon  vote,  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  was 
lost. 

The  amendment,  being  submitted,  was  carried, 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Cole, 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  session  this  evening,  Oct.  3rd.  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  remainder  of  the  suggestions  from  Division 
Granges. 

Adjourned  to  meet  again  at  7.30. 
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EVENING   SESSION. 
At  ihe  appointed  time,  the  Grange  re-assembled  and 
resumed  business.

SECOND  DAY. 

Morning    Session. 

Wednesday,  Oct.  4, 
Grange    met  at.  9   a.  m.,    pursuant    to    adjournment, 
Worthy  Master  Hill  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  proceedings  of  previous  day  were  read 
and  approved.

Worthy  Master  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  as 
follows  : — 

WORTHY  MASTER'S  ADDRESS  : 

•  Patrons, — The  wheel  of  time,  m  its  annual  revolution,  that  carries 
with  it  all  human  acts  to  be  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  past — 
brings  the  Dominion  Grange  to  its  annual  session.  The  occasion  is 
fraught  with  great  interest,  for  in  its  deliberations  it  is  to  make  for 
itself  an  important  record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  placed  in  the 
archives  of  the  Order,  as  historical  facts  for  future  inspection,  and  I 
trust  the  wisdom  of  our  legislation  will  be  such  that  the  members  of 
the  Order  will  point  with  pride  to  the  record  thus  made.  And  not  the 
members  only,  but  others  will  acknowledge  that  our  efforts  to  benefit 
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ourjjfellow  men  are  well  directed.  A  spectacle  like  the  one  before 
me,  of  mind,  order,  and  the  peaceful  virtues,  can  hardly  be  surpassed. 
And  as  »  the  gate  "  closes  between  ourselves  and  the  outer  world,  the 
spirit  of  party  is  hushed,  and  its  influences  banished  from  this  enclos- 
ure, which  is  consecrated  to  higher  and  holier  things.  We  yield  on 
this  occasion  to  no  narrower  sentiments  than  the  love  of  country,  and 
of  collective  man,  and  we  invoke  the  blessed  influence  of  that  universal 
Providence,  which  watches  over  the  seed  time,  and  matures  the  harvest. 

Thrice  am  I  before  you  with  congratulations  for  our  prosperity,  and 
to  mingle  my  joy  with  you  for  the  rapid  increase  of  our  Order.  We 
no  longer  count  our  numbers  by  hundreds,  but  by  thousands  ;  which 
is  convincing  proof  that  the  Grange  in  Canada  is  no  longer  "  a  child  in 
its  swaddling  clothes,"  but  is  assuming  the  strength  ol  manhood,  and 
with  this  rapid  growth,  it  requires  wise  legislation  by  ourselves  and 
hearty  cooperation  by  the  Subordinate  Granges,  to  mould  and  fashion, 
with  just  proportion,  its  symmetry.  Who  can  tell  the  number  of 
hearts  that  are  gladdened,  or  the  homes  that  have  been  cheered  by  the 
li  tidal  wave"  of  this  great  organization,  and  as  it  comes  forth  in  its  in- 
creased strength,  to  take  its  place  in  the  world  of  mankind  with  the 
acknowledged  fact  that  the  farmer's  occupation  is  the  foundation 
upon  which  all  other  occupations  rest,  and  the  advantages  offered 
us  by  the  Grange  if  sought  for  and  obtained,  there  need  be  no  hind- 
rance to  our  placing  the  key-stone  in  the  great  archway  of  the  sister 
interests  of  our  country.  Therefore,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  members  of 
Subordinate  Granges  will  not  be  lured  by  financial  acquirements  from 
the  real  objects  of  our  Order,  and  allow  themselves  to  drift  away  with 
sentiments  that  cannot  uphold  or  sustain  them.  I  would  not  under- 
value the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  co-operative  system  in  our 
business  relations.  But  to  make  the  Order  perpetual,  we  must  first 
educate  ourselves,  by  making  our  Grange  meetings  places  of  intellec- 
tual acquirements.  Therefore,  it  requires  the  assistance  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Grange  to  make  our  meetings  a  school  for  the  education 
of  both  old  and  young. 

I  still  hold  that  the  Dominion  Grange  should  extend  si  paternal  care 
to  its  Subordinates,  and  as  the  Division  Grange  is  a  medium  between 
the  Dominion  and  the  Subordinate  Granges,  a  great  responsibility  rests 
upon  them,  to  encourage  and  look  after  the  interests  of  the  Granges 
within  their  jurisdiction;  by  so  doing  much  valuable  information 
might  be  imparted.  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Lecturer 
of  each  Division  Grange  taking  upon  himself  the  responsibility  of  visit- 
ing the  Subordinate  Granges  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  impart  to  them 
the  progress  and  real  objects  of  the  Order.  I  believe  the  benefit  ac- 
cruing from  his  labors  would  be  invaluable. 

Our  relation  with  the  National  Grange  of  the  United  States  is  a 
subject  of  anxious  consideration.  Our  desire  for  recognition  has  not 
diminished,  but  we  hope,  at  no  distant  period,  the  wall  that  alienates 
us  from  the  Parent  institution  will  be  removed  by  a  consummation  of 
amicable  relations.  We  heartily  endorse  the  sentiments  embodied  in 
the  preamble  and  resolutions  on  foreign  relations,  adopted  at  their 
ninth  annual  session,  and  would  re-echo  the  motto :  "  In  essentials, 
unity;  in  non-essentials,  liberty ;    in  all  things,  charity." 

I  am  glad  to  know,  and  am  pleased  to  state,  some  of  our  lady  mem- 
bers are  taking  initiatory  steps  to  assist  in  the  efforts  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  condition  of  farmers'  wives  and  daughters  ;  and  it  is  to  be 
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hoped  that  all  lady  members  will  consider  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  Grange  of  so  great  importance  that  they  will  lend  their  assis- 
tance to  any  scheme  that  will  best  carry  the  object  to  its  ultimate 
success,  by  placing  them  in  a  better  position  in  life  ;  remembering 
that  every  member  of  the  Grange  has  his  or  her  work  to  do,  and  much 
depends  upon  the  ladies  in  our  work  of  reformation  5  for  while  man  is 
employed  in  the  sterner  duties  of  life,  it  remains  for  woman,  with  her 
appreciation  of  refinement,  to  build  up  the  social  element  in  our  rural 
districts  to  a  higher  standard  than  it  has  yet  attained,  and  in  directing 
the  plan  of  adornment  of  her  own  home. 

Much  important  work  will  be  brought  before  you  at  this  session  by 
the  several  committees,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  your  deliberations  thereon 
will  be  marked  with  prudence,  wisdom  and  zeal. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  then  urge  you  to  renewed  zeal,  and  emu- 
lation in  the  discharge  of  duties  to  yourselves,  your  neighbor,  and  your 
country,  which  bring  with  them  the  blessings  of  God  and  the  gratitude  of 
men — as  the  dews  from  Heaven  refresh  and  fertilize  the  earth,  and 
gladden  the  heart  of  the  husbandman,  so  will  your  labors,  steadily  pur- 
sued, wisely  directed,  and  iiberally  disseminating  the  seeds  of  intelli- 
gent observation,  bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest. 

On  motion,  the  Master's  Message  was  referred  to  its 
appropriate  Committe,  and  was  also  ordered  to  be  submit- 
ted to  the  daily  Globe  and  Mail  for  publication. 

The  Executive  Committee  then  presented  their  Report, 
as  follows : — 

To  the  Worthy  Mastei*  and  Members  of  the  Dominion  Grange; — 

We,  your  Committee  elected  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Grange, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  the  business  transacted  by 
us  during  the  past  year  : 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  Dominion  Meeting,  we  met 
and  authorized  the  Secretary  to  secure  the  printing  and  distribution  of 
5,000  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  Dominion  Grange  ;  also  a  like  num- 
ber of  the  By-Laws,  as  amended.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  it  was 
decided  to  increase  the  number  of  copies  of  By-Laws  to  15,000,  and 
send  25  to  each  Subordinate  Grange,  along  with  10  copies  of  proceed- 
ings of  Dominion  Grange. 

Believing  that  the  Order  would  be  materially  advanced  and 
strengthened  under  an  Act  of  Incorporation,  we  had  notices  of  appli- 
cation for  such  an  Act  inserted  in  the  Globe,  Mail  and  Gazette  news- 
papers ;  but  afterwards,  upon  due  consideration  of  the  cost,  and  the 
probability  of  our  failing  to  succeed  at  that  time,  we  decided  not  to 
press  the  application  then  ;  but  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be 
taken  up  as  soon  as  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of  success,  and  suf- 
ficient funds  on  hand  to  justify  the  necessary  outlay. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Grange,  Bros.  A.  J.  Hughes 
and  J.  P.  Bull  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  draw  up  a  Memorial  to 
the  Government,  and  draft  forms  of  petitions  to  be  sent  to  Subordinate 
Granges,  with  reference  to  the  duties  on  coal  oil.  This  they  did,  and 
laid  the  matter  before  Executive  Committee.     After  a  very  careful  con- 
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sideration  of  the  subject,  we  decided  not  to  proceed  further  in  the 
case,  as  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  were  about  to  circulate  petitions 
asking  for  protection  for  our  products,  we  considerdj  we  would  be 
placing  ourselves  in  an  anomalous  position,  asking  for  what  we  were 
not  willing  to  accord  to  others. 

With  reference  to  the  petitions  for  protection  on  farm  products, 
we  had  1,500  copies  printed  and  distributed  among  the  Subordinate 
Granges,  with  instructions  to  secure  signatures,  and  return  them  to 
this  Committee.  However,  comparatively  few  were  obtained,  while  a 
good  muny  Granges  passed  resolutions  opposing  such  action;  conse- 
quently we  did  not  feel  justified  in  proceeding  further  with  the  matter. 

The  firm  oi'McLochlan  &  McWillie,  having  made  proposals  to  us, 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  Manufacturing  Company  in  connec- 
tion with  their  works  at  Millbank,  Ontario,  we  authorized  the  Dominion 
►Secretary  to  embody  their  propositions  in  his  next  circular  to  Subordi- 
nate Granges,  in  order  that  they  might  consider  the  question  and 
report  their  views  to  us.  As  far  as  we  could  ascertain,  there  was  a 
feeling  favourable  to  the  establishment  of  such  a  company,  but  not  in 
connection  with  outsiders.  Recognizing  this,  we  proceeded  to  get  up 
a  scheme  which  should  be  wholly  confined  within  the  Order.  This 
scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Subordinate  Granges,  and  will  come 
before  you  at  this   meeting   for  discussion,   to  be  finally  disposed  of. 

Believing  that  a  Parliamentary  Guide  would  tend  to  secure  uni- 
formity of  work  among  the  various  Granges,  and  save  a  large  amount  of 
correspondence,  we  ordered  the  printing  of  2,000  copies  of  such  a 
work  ;  one  copy  to  be  sent  free  to  each  Subordinate  Grange  ;  and  we 
would  recommend  that,  in  addition,  all  officers  should  supply  them, 
selves  with  a  copy,  as  they  will  find  it  of  great  value  in  discharging 
their  duties. 

Finding  that  considerable  difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  some 
sections,  from  the  want  of  more  definite  boundaries  to  Division  Gran- 
ges than  had  been  previously  laid  down,  at  our  June  session  we  took 
the  subject  up,  and  defined  the  boundaries  of  all  Divisions,  where 
practicable,  making,  at  the  same  time,  provision  for  alterations,  or  the 
establishment  of  new  Granges,  by  a  regular  form  of  application,  which 
had  been  previously  wanting  ;  and  upon  their  complying  with  this  and 
paving  the  necessary  cost,  sending  them  a  charter  and  working  outfit 
similar  to  those  supplied  to  Subordinate  Granges. 

The  subject  of  Insurance  has  been  forcibly  brought  to  our  notiee 
by  two  of  our  Brothers,  who,  having  suffered  losses  from  fire,  applied 
through  their  Granges  to  Executive  Committee,  for  assistance,  which 
we  were  obliged  to  refuse ;  for,  while  sympathizing  strongly  with  the 
Brothers  who  had  suffered,  we  feared  that  to  grant  them  aid  from 
the  general  funds  ot  the  Grange,  would  be  establishing  a  dangerous 
precedent. 

But  the  circumstances  convinced  your  Committee  of  the  urgent 
necessity  of  a  cheap  Insurance  Company  in  connection  with  the 
Grange,  of  which  all  the  members  could  readily  avail  themselves.  We 
are  pleased  to  observe  that  some  Divisions  have  adopted  the  sugges- 
tions made  at  the  last  Dominion  meeting,  and  have  proceeded  to 
organize  Companies  within  their  jurisdiction  ;  however,  as  this  was  not 
being  generally  done,  we  thought  it  advisable  to  authorize  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Dominion  Grange  to  draw  up  a  scheme  for  general  adoption, 
which  will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration  at  this  meeting. 
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Recognizing  (as  has  been  done  from  the  formation  of  the  Dominion 
Grange)  the  mutual  advantages  that  must  accrue  to  th.e  Order,  both  in 
this  country  and  the  United  States,  from  the  maintenance  of  fra- 
ternal relations  between  ourselves  and  the  National  Grange,  the 
appointment  was  made  of  Bro.  D.  T.  Chase,  (a  member  of  the  Ex. -Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Grange)  a  Delegate  from  the  Dominion  to  the 
National  Grange.  Bro.  Chase,  we  are  pleased  to  say,  has  accepted  the 
appointment,  and  to  those  who  made  his  acquaintance  at  our  last 
annual  meeting,  J  875,  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  say  that  we  believe  we 
shall  be  well  and  honestly  represented. 

At  our  meeting  in  September,  we  were  waited  upon  by  Mr.  Chap- 
man, of  the  firm  of  Strange  &  Chapman,  proprietors  of  the  City  Eleva- 
tor, offering  to  undertake  a  storage  and  commission  business  lor  the 
Grange,  and  you  have  already  been  notified  of  a  like  proposition  from 
Messrs.  C.  J.  Wheliams  &  Co.,  except  that  the^e  last  propose  more  ex- 
tended operations  ;  that  is,  the  shipment  of  our  products  direct  to  the 
English  markets.  There  are  others  aspiring  to  secure  this  branch  of 
our  business,  but  who  have  not  yet  formally  notified  us  of  their  views. 
That  the  establishment  of  some  more  satisfactory  mode  of  disposing  of 
our  produce  is  necessary,  is  generally  admited,  and  the  discussion  and 
settlement  of  the  details  of  a  scheme,  for  the  purpose,  will  be  a  subject 
for  tne  present  meeting  to  dispose  of. 

A  considerable  number  of  proposals  have  been  received  during  the 
year  from  business  men  of  various  callings,  who  are  desirous  of  doing 
business  with  the  members  of  the  Grange  ;  these  have  been  embodied 
in  the  circulars  sent  out  from  time  to  time,  so  that  the  members  are 
already  in  possession  of  them,  and  understand  what  they  are  willing 
to  do. 

With  a  view  of  encouraging  and  fostering  the  spread  of  our  Order 
in  the  Sister  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  and  cement- 
ing more  closely  the  union  existing  between  us  and  them,  we  thought 
it  advisable  to  set  apart  the  sum  of  $50  for  each  of  those  Provinces,  res- 
pectively, to  be  used  in  part  payment  of  expenses  of  Delegates  attend- 
ing from  those  Provinces. 

The  Secretary's  salary  we  fixed  at  $500.00  for  the  year,  and  he  has 
received  an  order  for  that  amount.  For  a  time,  the  organization  of 
new  Granges  was  so  rapi'J,  that  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  work, 
the  Secretary  was  forced  to  employ  extra  assistance  to  the  amount  ot 
$30.00,  which  we  have  also  paid. 

At  our  last  meeting,  the  Worthy  Masfer  laid  before  your  Com 
mittee  a  communication  from  Sister  E.  J.  Whitelaw,  in  which  she 
suggests  some  ideas,  having  for  their  object  an  increase  of  the  social 
and  intellectual  part  of  our  work,  more  especially  in  connection  with 
the  Sisters  of  our  Order,  so  that  they  may  be  better  entertained  and 
receive  greater  benefits  than  they  have  hitherto  done.  We  think  this 
is  an  important  matter,  and  one  meriting  the  earnest  consideration  of 
the  Gr.mgc,  as  it  is  undeniable  we  are  too  apt  to  loose  sight  of  these 
features,  which  should  be  our  main  object,  and  confine  our  attention  to 
the  business  arm  which  ought  to  be  subordinate  to,  and  used  as  a 
means  for  our  social  and  intellectual  advancement. 

Early  in  the  year,  we  contemplated  issuing  forms  for  monthly  re- 
turns from  Subordinate  Granges  of  crop  prospects  and  produce  to  be  dis- 
posed of,  and  from  these  compiling  reports  to  be  regularly  sent  out  for 
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information  through  the  Order ;  but  from  what  we  could  learn  of  the 
results  of  this  course  in  the  United  States,  and  the  great  expense  at- 
tached to  the  work,  we  decided  not  to  undertake  it.  It  is  possible 
that,  when  the  Grange  becomes  better  established,  and  members  fully- 
posted  in  the  work,  that  the  introduction  of  this  feature  might  prove 
advantageous. 

In  addition  to  these  more  important  subjects,  we  have  had  many- 
matters  to  deal  with,  which,  though  apparently  trivial,  and  unworthy  of 
a  detailed  statement,  have  occupied  a  good  deal  of  time  and  attention, 
and  were  of  much  consequence  to  those  especially  interested. 

There  is  one  circumstance  to  which,  in  this  report,  we  desire  to 
draw  your  attention  as  a  convincing  proof  of  the  value  of  the  Grange 
to  the  farming  community.  Heretofore,  it  has  been  customary  when 
legislation  on  any  important  matter  was  contemplated,  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  consult  the  different  callings  and  professions  through  their 
organization,  as  to  their  views  on  the  subject,  but  never  until  the  present 
year  have  the  farmers,  as  a  class,  been  consulted  on  any  measure. 
And  why?  Simply  for  the  very  reason  that  they  had  no  means  of  get- 
ting at  them  ;  but  now  we  have  been  applied  to  on  a  most  important 
matter,  and  our  views  sought  after — not  only  by  a  reference  to  the 
Grange  generally,  but  also  by  requesting  the  attendance  of  our  recog- 
nized head  (our  Worthy  Master)  at  the  Seat  of  Government,  to  ascer- 
tain his  views  as  to  our  wants. 

We  have  to  congratulate  you  at  the  present  time  on  the  rapid 
spread  of  our  Order  throughout  the  Dominion.  For  in  addition  to 
what  has  been  achieved  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  where  the  movement 
commenced,  we  have  now  established  a  firm  foothold  in  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  and  we  believe  that  next  Dominion 
meeting  will  see  among  us  Delegates  from  Manitoba,  and  perhaps  still 
further  west,  where  our  brother  farmers  are  now  making  homes  for 
themselves,  and  inquiring  if  the  Grange  may  not  be  of  advantage  to 
them  in  their  work. 

In  closing  this  Eeport,  your  Committee  desire  to  impress  on  the 
minds  of  every  member  of  the  Order  the  necessity  of  fulfilling  their 
obligations  and  earnestly  endeavouring  to  carry  out  the  designs  of  the 
Grange,  and  we  feel  convinced  that  if  each  one  will  comply  with  this, 
and  make  a  personal  effort  to  advance  our  cause,  that  the  next  Domin- 
ion meeting  will  see  results  achieved  far  in  advance  of  what  has  been 
heretofore  accomplished.

Worthy  Secretary". then  presented  his  Annual  Report: 
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SECRETARY'S    REPORT. 

Another  year  of  our  existence  has  passed,  and  we  have  met  here  in 
the  third  annual  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Grange. 

One  year  has  nearly  elapsed  since  by  you  I  was  placed  in  the  position 
of  Secretary  of  this,  now  truly,  great  organization.  In  obedience  to 
established  custom,  and  in  justice  to  you,  as  well  as  myself,  it  becomes 
my  duty,  and  also  my  pleasure,  to  present  to  you  a  detailed  report  of 
the  transactions  of  my  office,  and  the  general  working  of  the  Order  in 
the  past  year.  Belore  doing  this,  permit  me  to  make  a  few  general  re- 
marks, and  also  some  suggestions,  which  are  prompted  by  my  past 
experience  and  observations  made  during  a  year  of  close  relationship 
with  the  work  of  the  Grange. 

Although  my  duties  have  at  times  been  somewhat  arduous,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  great  responsibility  and  continued  increase  in  the  amount 
of  work  required  at  ray  hands,  yet  it  has  been  a  pleasant  task,  afford- 
ing me  an  opportunity — in  ray  humble  way — of  assisting  m  the  noble 
work  of  the  Grange.  In  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  I  have  endeav- 
ored to  be  faithful,  and  to  so  conduct  the  business  of  my  office  as  will 
reflect  credit  upon  the  Order,  as  well  as  myself.  How  far  1  have  suc- 
ceeded in  this,  I  leave  you  to  judge,  this  much  I  can  truthfully  say, 
that  what  I  havedone.has  been  done  under  afeeling  of  love  for,  and  with 
an  earnest  desire  to  further  the  general  interests  of  the  society.  As 
an  assurance  of  the  meritorious  objects  of  this  Order,  and  «the  success 
that  will  attend  well  directed  efforts,  we  have  but  to  compare  the 
present  status  of  the  society,  with  that  of  a  year  ago.  The  rapid  growth 
and  general  good  results  already  shown,  are  bringing  the  Grange  into 
notice,  creating  favorable  impressions,  and  calling  forth  the  praise  and 
esteem  of  many  who  were  once  our  bitterest  enemies  and  causing  farmers 
who  a  year  ago  looked  with  contempt  upon  our  efforts  to  now  be 
knocking  at  our  doors  for  admission.  To  merit  a  continuance  as  well 
as  a  growth  in  the  esteem  of  our  fellow  men,  should  be  the  desire  of 
every  Patron,  and  to  this  end  is  required  a  watchful  care,  a  respect  for 
the  rights  of  others,  as  we  claim  respect  from  them,  basing  our  busi- 
ness as  well  as  social  relations,  upon  the  principle  of  "  equal  rights  to  all." 
That  the  present  is  a  session  of  great  importance,  I  need  hardly  tell 
you,  as  I  feel  that  all  present,  acknowledge  the  importance  of  the 
occasion,  and  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them  as  delegates  to  this 
meeting.  Matters  of  vital  interest  to  our  present  and  future  welfare 
will  be  brought  before  you,  in  dealing  with  which  I  trust  you  will  exer- 
cise that  fraternal  spirit  inculcated  by  our  Order,  and  in  your  delibera- 
tions be  governed  by  a  liberality  and  an  enlightened  wisdom,  worthy 
of  the  Grange,  and  worthy  of  our  calling  as  farmers. 

Our  business  interest  has  grown  to  some  magnitude  and  importance, 
and  is  one  that  requires  serious  consideration  from  you.  I  believe  the 
time  has  come  when  it  is  necessary  to  inaugurate  some  permanent  uni- 
form business  system,  that  will  give  assurance  to  our  members  of  un- 
failing benefits,  and  assurance  to  those  with  whom  we  deal,  that  our 
contracts  will  be  carried  out  in  good  faith,  and  with  a  view  of  creating 
benefits  alike  to  them,  as  well  as  ourselves.  Our  past  and  present 
business  transactions,  although  resulting  in  considerable  advan- 
tage to  us.  have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  from  a  lack  of  some  uni- 
form system  of  co-operation,  and  in  consequence  of  members  not  carry - 
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ing  out  the  principles  we  have   adopted,   of  buying  only  from  the 
manufacturers  directly,  and  that  for  cash. 

Many  firms  throughout  the  country  have  made  liberal  offers  to  us, 
and  some  are  now  complaining,  and  justly  complaining,  that  we  do  not 
live  up  to  the  principles  we  profess,  but  that  members  are  buying  in 
the  usual  way  irom  agents,  thereby  doing  injustice  to  these  manufac- 
turers who  have  given  up  the  old  way  of  selling  through  agents,  and 
placed  their  business  in  other  hands,  adopting  the  Grange  principle  of 
selling  direct  to  farmers,  and  for  cash  only.  We  cannot  expect  men 
to  give  up  any  particular  system  of  business  they  have  been  accustom- 
ed to,  unless  we  can  show  them  some  better  and  more  remunerative 
way,  (which  we  believe  can  be  obtained  by  strict  adherence  to  Grange 
principles  of  trade);  nor  can  we  expect  these  principles  to  work  advan- 
tageously to  us,  unless  we  as  a  b^dy,  carry  them  out  in  every  respect.  I 
therefore  suggest  that  this  meeting  devise  some  plan  whereby  our 
principles  in  this  particular  may  be  more  fully  carried  into  effect. 

I  have  been  frequently  solicited  by  Subordinate  Granges,  and  also 
by  parties  outside  the  Order,  who  had  the  establishment  of  a  Grange 
in  view,  to  send  or  refer  them  to  seme  person  who  would  attend  and 
address  public  meetings  on  the  subject,  giving  explanations  regarding 
its  aims  and  purposes.  I  suggest  the  Worthy  Lecturer  of  Dominion 
Grange,  be  authorized,  upon  call,  (or  some  other  person  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee;  to  attend  and  address  such  meetings.  A 
reasonable  remuneration  be  allowed  him  for  services,  and  a  stated 
portion  of  his  expenses  to  be  paid  by  Dominion  Grange,  the  balance 
by  the  parlies  soliciting  his  services.  [  mention  this  at  the 
iirgent  request  of  several  Granges,  and  also  from  a  belief  on  my  own 
part  that  a  portion  of  our  funds  could  not  be  put  to  better  use  than  by  ap- 
propriating them  to  this  service.  That  there  exists  a  prejudice  against 
our  Order  among  some,  is  certain,  and  it  is  none  the  less  certain  that 
this  prejudice  exists  in  consequence  of  an  ignorance  of  our  true  princi- 
ples ;  to  disseminate  and  explain  these  principles  will  not  only  be  the 
means  of  bringing  many  farmers  into  the  fold  who  are  now  idle  spec- 
tators, but  will  also  be  the  means  of  forming  more  friendly  feelings  in 
the  minds  of  those  who  now  feel  at  enmity  towards  us. 

Since  the  first  of  January  last,  the  work  of  organizing  has  been  most- 
ly done  by  Deputies  and  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Division 
Granges.  The  work  has  proceeded  rapidly  and  quite  satisfactorily. 
There  is,  however,  one  objection  to  our  present  system  of  organizing,  I 
wish  to  draw  your  attention  to.  The  plan  usually  adopted  by  Deputies 
of  meeting,  organizing  and  imparling  the  secret  work  at  one  time,  and 
that  to  parties  before  authority  had  been  given  them  to  become  a 
Grange,  seems  rather  anomalous,  besides  tlie  Avork  of  instruction  can 
not  be  thoroughly  done  in  so  short  a  time  as  is  men  at  command.  I 
have  had  numerous  communications  from  members  of  new  Granges, 
complaining  they  had  not  received  sufficient  instructions  to  guidfe  them 
in  the  proper  working  of  the  Grange,  which  has  been  the  cause  of  much 
embarrassment,  and  in  some  cases  has  led  to  contentions  among  the 
members.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  require  Deputies  to  attend,  or- 
ganize, and  forward  applications,  and  when  Dispensation  was  granted 
(which  should  be  sent  to  Deputy)  again  attend  and  impart  the  secret 
work,  together  with  other  general  instructions  ?  There  would  neces- 
sarily require  to  be  exceptions  to  this  rule,  as  in  case  of  Deputies 
having  to  travel  long  distances,  but' with  the  number  of  Deputies  now 
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m  the  field  it  might,  in  most  cases,  (particularly  in  Ontario)  bo  man- 
aged with  good  results. 

lam  also  prompted  to  make  a  few  suggestions  in  respect  to  Division 
Granges.  The  purpose  of  these  is  to  unite  Subordinate  Granges  in  a 
county  in  a  more  compact,  solid  body,  to  enable  Patrons  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  one  another,  and  to  be  able  to  co-operate  more 
successfully.  They  also  serve  as  a  means  of  communication  between 
the  Dominion  and  Subordinate  Granges,  and  for  the  purpose  of  repre- 
sentation. Good  Division  Granges,  well  managed,  have  a  salutary  in- 
fluence over  the  Subordinate  Granges  in  their  jurisdiction,  and  -are  ex- 
pected to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  them.  As  these  duties  are 
thus  prescribed,  it  is  found  equally  necessary  to  prescribe  the  limits 
over  which  their  authority  or  influence  is  expected  to  extend.  Our  By- 
Laws,  although  to  a  certain  extent  defining  these  limits,  are  not  found  to 
be  sufficiently  definite  upon  the  matter,  and  require  your  attention  to 
this  end. 

While  referring  to  Division  Granges,  I  wish  to  suggest  a  change  in 
the  ruling  concerning  the  payment  of  quarterly  dues.  As  at  present 
a  Division  Grange  formed,  during  a  quarter  cannot  claim  dues  from 
Subordinate  Granges  for  that  quarter, which  leaves  the  Division, in  many 
cases,  a  long  time  without  funds,  and  consequently  in  a  helpless  con- 
dition. I  propose  that  all  Subordinate  Granges  required  to  report  for 
the  quarter,  shall  report  and  pay  the  usual  dues  to  Divisions,  even 
though  said  Division  be  formed  during  the  quarter  for  which  report  is 
made.  In  connection  with  the  above,  I  wish  also  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  necessity  of  devising  some  means  to  ensure  more  promptness  in 
quarterly  reports.  Many  Granges  are  quite  dilatory  in  this  respect, 
causing  much  trouble  and  delay  in  the  work  of  the  Secretary's  office. 

J  would  not  mention  this  matter  here,  as  I  have  already  referred  to 
it  several  times  in  my  circulars,  did  I  not  feel  that  duty  compelled  me 
to  do  so,  and  as  I  consider  promptness  in  this  as  well  as  other  respects 
necessary  to  our  success,  and  the  duty  quite  as  easily  accomplished  at 
the  proper  time  as  a  month  or  two  months  after. 

In  accordance  with  our  present  By-Laws,  Deputies  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  each  Division,  and  also  in  counties  where  no  Divisions  exist. 
We  have  now  96  (ninety  six)  Deputies  ;  84  were  recommended  by,  and 
received  their  appointments  through  Division  Granges  ;  12  received 
their  appointments  direct  from  Master  of  Dominion  Grange,  upon  re- 
commendation of  Subordinate  Granges.  By-Laws,  general  instructions, 
blank  forms,  &c,  have  been  supplied  gratuitously  to  them,  and  to 
their  credit  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  work  is  much  more  satisfac- 
torily done  than  under  the  old  system. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  annual  meeting,  Oct.  27th,  1875,  we  had  24b' 
Subordinate  Granges,  and  22  Division  Granges,  with  a  membership  of 
about  6,500  (six  thousand  five  hundred)  ;  during  the  winter  the  increase 
was  very  rapid,  there  being  frequently  six  and  seven  applications  per 
day,  material  for  which  was  prepared  and  sent  immediately  (except  in 
some  instances  where  irregularities  in  organization  occasioned  delay). 
During  the  Summer,  as  anticipated,  the  increase  has  not  been  so  rapid, 
yet  a  steady  growth  has  been  going  on  until  we  now  number  530  Sub- 
ordinate Granges,  33  Division  Granges  and  a  membership  of  about 
17,500,  showing  an  increase  of  284  Subordinate  Granges,  11  Division 
Granges  and  11,000  members  in  about  11  months.  Of  these  new 
Granges   4  have  been  formed  in  Quebec,  G  in  New  Brunswick,  3  in 
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Nova  Scotia  and  271  in  Ontario,  which,  with  those  previously  formed, 
make  4  in  Nova  Scotia,  7  in  New.  Brunswick,  16  in  Quebec  and  503  in 
Ontario. 

There  are  six  Subordinate  Granges  in  Quebec  organized  under  the 
National  Grange,  and  before  the  existence  ot  the  Dominion  Grange, 
which  make  no  reports.  One  of  these,  No.  9,  has  consolidated  with  No. 
6,  leaving  five  not  in  working  order.  One  Grange  in  Ontario,  Longueuil, 
No.  10,  County  of  Prescott,  is  to  my  knowledge,  not  working.  A  com- 
munication was  received  from  one  of  the  members  a  short  time  ago, 
complaining  that  the  Master  had  not  done  his  duty  respecting  the 
Grange,  which  was  the  cause  of  their  failure  ;  that  the  material  was  in 
his  possession,  and  had  been  refused  to  members  ;  also  that  a  strong 
desire  existed  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  Grange.  Nos.  144,  168, 
193  and  272,  formed  in  1875,  have  never  reported.  With  these  few  ex- 
ceptions, I  believe  all  our  Subordinate  Granges  are  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  To  any  weakly  Granges  there  may  be  I  would  suggest  for  the 
interest  of  members,  consolidaton  with  healthy  Granges. 

The  above  record  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  society,  shows 
an  amount  of  prosperity  and  general  good  standing,that  speaks  volumes 
for  the  real  merit  of  the  Urange,  and  the  ability  and  energy  of 
farmers,  which  must  be  alike  pleasing  and  encouraging  to  us. 

The  various  duties  assigned  to  me  by  constitution,  as  well  as  by  order 
of  your  Executive  Committee,  have  been  attended  to.  Immediately 
after  the  close  of  your  last  annual  meeting,  by  order  of  the  committee, 
I  advertised  for  tenders  for  printing.  Several  tenders  were  received, 
which  were  submitted  to  the  committee,  and  after  careful  considera- 
tion, that  ol'CoIcock  &  Durnan,  Welland,  being  the  lowest,  and  other- 
wise favorable,  was  accepted,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  the  work  by 
them  has  been  satisfactorily  done. 

There  have  been  printed  15,000  Constitutions  of  Dominion  Grange, 
10,000  Recommended  Constitutions  of  Division  and  Subordinate  Granges, 
4,000  Manuals,  2,000  Parliamentary  Guides  (or  book  of  rulings),  1 
Song  Books,  Charters  for  Division  and  Subordinate  Granges,  besides  a 
quantity  of  blank  forms  and  miscellaneous  matter.  Of  these,  10  By-Laws 
of  Dominion  Grange,  6  of  Division  and  Subordinate  Granges,  13  Manu- 
als, 4  Song  Books,  Blank  Books  for  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Ode 
Cards,  Blanks,  &c,  are  furnished  to  each  new  Grange  ;  further  supplies 
of  the  kind  furnished  upon  application  at  cost  price,  including  postage, 
I  have  also  furnished  Letter  and  Note  headings,  Blank  Receipts  and 
Order  books  upon  application.  These  latter,  although  not  belonging  to 
usual  supplies.  I  considered  advisable  to  furnish.  They  are  included 
in  printing  account,  showing  the  cost  price,  which  includes  postage, 
(they  being  sent  direct  from  printing  office)  and  the  price  charged. 

Charters  have  been  distributed  to  Subordinate  Granges,  since  the 
1st  of  January,  upon  application  of  Division  Granges.  This  in  some  in- 
stances has  given  rise  to  complaint  in  consequence  of  Secretaries  being 
careless  about  forwarding  application,  which  should  always  be  prompt- 
ly attended  to.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  proper  system  of  awarding  Char- 
ters, as  Division  Granges  are  better  acquainted  with  the  standing  of 
their  Subordinates,  and  can  report  when  the  working  of  each  is  such  as 
to  warrant  the  forwarding  of  Charters. 

I  have  had  quarterly  business  reports,  containing  offers  from  manu- 
factures and  others,   together  with  matters  of  interest  to  members, 
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printed  and  distributed.  Also  quarterly  reports,  compiled  from  the 
reports  ot  Division  and  Subordinate  Granges,  showing  each  quarter  the 
progress  of  the  Order,  which  have  also  been  distributed,  together  with 
a  large  amount  of  other  matter  ;  and  in  order  to  bring  newly  iormed 
Granges  into  notice,  I  have  supplied  three  different  newspapers,  the 
"Granger,"  »'  Canada  Farmer,"  and  «  Farmers'  Advocate,"  with  month- 
ly lists  of  newly  formed  Granges,  and  also  extracts  from  the  minutes  of 
meetings  of  Executive  Committee,  and  some  other  matter  that  I  consid- 
ered would  be  of  interest  to  Patrons. 

Through  the  past  winter,  the  correspondence  of  this  office  averaged 
about  twenty-five  letters  per  day.  During  the  summer,  the  average  has 
not  been  so  large  ;  most,  if  not  all  of  these  letters  required  some 
attention,  and  as  in  the  case  of  those  from  new  Granges,  long  letters  of 
explanations  of  the  work  were  found  necessary. 

This,  and  the  usual  routine  of  office,  have  required  my  constant  atten 
lion,  and  occasionally  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  employ  an  assistant 
in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  work. 

In  my  official  capacity,  I  am  naturally  brought  in  closer  relationship 
with  the  members  of  the  Order  than  is  enjoyed  by  any  other  officer, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  this  relationship  has  at  all  times  been 
pleasant,  and  the  correspondence  agreeable  and  courteous.  It  has 
been  my  endeavor  to  return  that  courtesy  which  has  been  so  generally 
extended  to  me.  I  have  also  striven  to  be  prompt  in  all  correspon 
dence,  as  well  as  other  work,  never  allowing  a  letter  to  remain  unan- 
swered more  than  twenty-four  hours,  (unless  for  special  reasons) 
although  necessity  frequently  occasioned  brief  answers. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  thank  you  all  for  the  kindness  and  con- 
sideration you  have  shown  me  in  the  past  year,  and  to  add  my  congra- 
tulations to  yours  for  our  unexampled  prosperity  ;  and  also  to  express  a 
belief,  that  if  we  remain  true  to  our  principles,  true  to  our  obligations, 
our  duty,  and  our  sense  of  right,  displaying  the  same  zeal  in  the  future 
we  have  in  the  past,  that  we  will  have  a  record  of  prosperity  to  place 
before  our  next  annual  meeting  that  will  far  excel  the  present.

J.  P.  Bull,  as  a  committee  appointed  by  Executive 
Committee  to'confer  with  Mr.  Patterson,  in  regard  to  pur- 
chase of  buildings,  &c,  for  manufacturing  purposes,  sub- 
mitted his  report  as  follows  : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Dominion  Grange,  in  Session  assembled   : 

Pursuant  to  instructions  received  from  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Dominion  Grange,  I  visited  and  examined  the  manufacturing 
establishment  of  Patterson  &  Bro.,  at  Patterson  Village,  on  the  28th 
ult.  The  Village  is  situated  in  the  township  of  Vaughan,  in  the  County 
of  York,  about  16  miles  from  Toronto,  and  on  the  gravel  road  leading 
from  Kichmond  Hill  Station,  on  the  Northern  R.  R.,  to  Richmond  Hill 
Village,  on  Yonge  street,  about  two  miles  from  the  former,  and  one 
and  a  half  from  the  latter*.  The  property  consists  of  one  hundred  acres 
of  land,  less  one-half  acre  held  by  the  School  Section,  and  on  which 
stands  a  good  brick  school  house  ;  and  about  a  quarter  of  an  acre,  on 
which  the  present  proprietor  has  built  a  neat  frame  church  at  a  cost 
of  $3,000,  which  he  intends  to  remain,  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  as  a 
place  for  religious  services  for  the  Village.  There  are  25  comfoitH.ble 
cottages  for  workmen  on  the  property, of  a  uniform  and  neat  appearance 
painted  brown,  with  white  facings,  giving  the  whole  Village  an  airy  and 
cheerful  look.  The  shops  consist  of  Foundry,  Blacksmth,  Woodwork 
and  Paint  shop,  of  ample  dimensions,  and  fully  stocked  with  lathes, 
tools  and  machinery  for  130  men  to  work  at  one  time.  The  machinery 
is  worked  in  part  by  water  power,  supplemented  by  a  20  horse  engine. 
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There  is  in  stock  at  the  present  time  about  $6,000  worth  of  good,  well 
seasoned  lumber,  cut  especially .  to  order  for  the  manut'ac Luring  of 
agricultural  implements,  and  about  $3,000  worth  of  pig  iron.  The 
stock  of  wrought  iron  is  small.  I  found  the  employees  (about  60  in 
number)  principally  engaged  in  manufacturing  grain  drills,  ploughs, 
rakes,  fanning  mills,  &c.  A  good  business  has  been  done  during  the 
past  season  in  reapers  and  mowers.  Apparently  all  the  buildings 
necessary  for  convenience  and  comfort  are  on  the  premises  and  in 
good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  foundry.  Good  stabling  for 
20  horses  ;  waggon  house  ;  show  rooms  ;  a  large  office,  in  which  a  post 
office  and  telegraph  office  is  kept.  On  the  hill,  about  40  rods  from  the 
works,  is  the  residence  of  one  of  the  proprietors,  P.  Patterson,  M.P.  P., 
which,  with  its  surroundings  and  grounds,  is  one  of  the  neatest  places 
in  the  county. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state,  from  my  own  personal  knowledge  of 
the  establishment  and  its  officials  for  the  last  20  years,  and  tine  con- 
current testimony  of  others,  that  the  institution  is  in  as  good  repute 
as  any  similar  institution.  One  single  instance  of  the  superiority  of 
their  work  occurred  while  I  was  in  the  office  on  the  28th  ult.,  a  tele- 
gram from  Collingwood  was  received  stating  that  a  first  prize  had  that 
day  been  awarded  them  at  the  exhibition  in  that  place  on  a  grain 
drill,  straw-cutter  and  rake. 

Mr.  Patterson  was  not  prepared   to  state  exactly  the  price  of  the 
establishment,  but  thought  it  would   be   somewhere   between  $75,000 
and  $100,000.      He  proposed,  should  the   Grange  conclude  to  pur- 
chase, leaving  it  to  three  men,  chosen  in  the  usual  way,  to  value. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

M     H.  S.  Lossee,  Norwich. 

Bro,  Ferguson  reported  that  the  manager  of  the  hall 
had  offered  the  use  ot*  the  Library  and  Reading  Room  to 
members  of  the  Grange  during  the  session. 
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Bro.  Drury  submitted  the  Report  of  Committee  on  good 

of  the  Order,  which,  after  amendment,  was  adopted  as  fol- 
lows : 

Worthy  Master — Your  Committee  on  (i  Good  of  the  Order r'  having 
given  the  suggestions  laid  before  them  their  careful  consideration,  beg 
to  report  as  follows;— In  regartl  to  suggestion  asking  for  a  change  of 
constitution,  so  as  to  admit  Millers  to  membership,  your  committee 
cannot  recommend  such  a  change,  as  in  our  opinion  it  would  be  allow- 
ing too  much  latitude,  and^would  be  the  means  of  introducing  an  ele- 
ment in  the  Grange,  which  would  be  detrimental  to  our  future  wel- 
fare. We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  ko 
procure  essays  on  £he  subjects  of  chemistry  and  entomology,  as  suggest- 
ed 5  also  on  other  subjects  of  practical  importance  ;  such  essays  to  be 
procured  from  members  or  from  other  sources  at  the  discretion  of  the 
committee,  and  that  a  sufficient  number  be  printed  and  sent  to  all 
Subordinate  Granges  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Relating  to  the  means  employed  to  inform  members  of  the  place 
of  meeting.  We  suggest  that  in  case  some  particular  hotel  be  chosen 
as  the  stopping  place  of  delegates  (as  has  been  done  in  the  past)  that 
the  Secretary  shall  post  sufficient  notice  at  such  hotel,  on  the  morning 
of  meeting,  or  give  it  publicity  by  three  insertions  in  the  Daily  Giobe 
and  Mail. 

On  the  suggestions  for  doing  away  with  sash  and  apron,  and  substi- 
tuting therefor  a  badge  and  rosette,  we  do  not  recommend  any  change 
in  this  respect. 

The  Committee  strongly  recommend  that  each  Subordinate  Grange 
set  apart  at  least  one  hour  at  each  meeting  for  social  enjoyment  and 
intellectual  improvement. 

A  resolution  was  brought  before  this  committee  by  one  of  the 
Lady  members,  relating  to  the  establishment  of  an  institution  for  the 
higher  education  of  farmers'  daughters,  embracing  the  practical  duties 
of  the  household  and  dairy,  also  a  practical  acquaintance  with  horticul. 
ture.  We  recommend  that  tne  Executive  Committee  take  steps  to 
obtain  the  opinion  of  Subordinate  and  Division  Granges,  and  also  ob- 
tain what  information  they  can  on  the  subject,  and  report  at  next  annual 
meeting.

Eeport  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

After  several  changes  in. the  report  of  the  Committee, 
the  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  were  adopted,  and  ordered  to  come  into  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1877: 


CONSTITUTION. 

DIVISION   GRANGES.  - 

Fifth  Degree— Pomona  (Hope).  [Composed  of  Officers  of  Division  Granges,  Master 
and  two  Delegates,  and  their  wives,  if  Matrons,  from  each  Subordinate  Grange 
within  their  jurisdiction.  Past  Masters  and  their  wives,  if  Matrons,  are  eligible  to 
office,  but  not  entitled  to  vote.  Division  Grange,  upon  vote  of  same,  may  decrease 
delegation  from  Subordinate  to  Division  Grange.  The  jurisdiction  of  each  Division 
Grange  shall  extend  at  least  over  one  County,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Dominion  Grange.] 

DOMTNION    GRANGE. 

Sixth  Degree— Flora  (Charity).  [Composed  of  officers  of  Dominion  Grange  and  delegates 
from  Division  Granges,  in  proportion  of  one  delegate  to  each  ten,  and  fraction  of 
ten,  exceeding  four  Subordinate  Granges  composing  the  Division,  and  wives  of 
both  officers  and  delegates,  if  Matrons ;  providing  that  where  Division  Granges 
contain  less  than  ten  Subordinate  Granges,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Delegate.] 

Article  I4 

Section  3.  The  Master  of  the  Dominion  Grange  may,  upon  recommendation  of 
Division  Granges,  appoint  Deputies,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  organize  new  Granges 
in  their  Divisions,  install  officers  of  same,  and  also  of  other  Subordinate  Granges  when 
required,  and  they  shall  be  vigilant  that  no  disorder  shall  obtain  in  the  Granges  in 
their  jurisdiction,  and  shall  promptly  report  any  such  to  the  Master  of  Division 
Grange,  who,  if  satisfaction  is  not  rendered  by  the  offending  party  or  parties,  shall 
forward  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Dominion  Grange,  notice  of  the  same, 
together  with  the  evidence  in  the  case. 
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Article  II. 
Section  1.    Subordinate  Granges  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month.    All  busi- 
ness meetings  are  confined  to  the  Fourth  Degree,  unless  by  vote  of  Grange,  when 
business  may  be  transacted  in  other  degrees;  but  election  of  officers  and  initiation  of 
members  shall  be  confined  to  the  Fourth  Degree. 

Article  IV. 

The  Kitual  adopted  by  the  Dominion  Grange  shall  be  used  in  all  Subordinate 
Granges,  and  any  desired  alteration  in  the  same  must  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the 
sanction  of  the  Dominion  Grange,  but  in  capes  of  necessity,  by  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Grange,  the  ceremony  may  be  abridge^  ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  entering  cere- 
mony and  obligation  be  omitted. 

Article  VII. 

Sectio:t1.  The  minimum  of  regular  monthly  dnes  shall  be  ten  cents  from  each 
male  member,  and  five  cents  from  each  female  member;  each  Grange  may  otherwise 
regulate  its  own  dues. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Division  Grange  the  names  of  all  persons  initiated  or  passed  to 
higher  decrees,  and  pay  to  Baid  Secretary  the  sum  of  seventy-five*  cents  for  each  man, 
and  thirty-seven  for  each  woman  initiated  during  that  quarter  ;  also,  a  quarterly  due 
of  eight  cents  for  each  member,  and  a  condensed  report  of  business  transactions. 
Subordinate  Granges  failing  to  report  for  one  year  are  liable  to  have  their  Charter 
revoked. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  of  each  Division  Grange  shall  pay  quarterly  to  the 
Secretary  of  Dominion  Grange  the  sum  of  twenty -five  cents  for  each  man.  and  twelve 
cents  for  eich  woman  so  reported  to  him  as  admitted  into  the  Order,  and  a  further 
sum  of  four  cents  per  quarter  for  each  member  of  the  Order  within  jurisdiction  of 
such  Grange.  He  shall  also  give  a  condensed  report  of  the  business  transactions  of 
the  Grange,  stating  the  articles  procured,  the  price  and  amount  of  each,  and  the 
name  of  the  party  furnishing  the  same  ;  and  also  forward  a  condensed  report  of  the 
business  transactions  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  in  his  Division. 

Section  5.  Any  and  all  Subordinate  Granges  not  connected  with  any  Division 
Grange,  and  distant  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  established  boundary  of  same, 
shall  report  quarterly  to  Secretary  of  Dominion  Grange,  paying  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  cents  for  each  man,  and  thirty-seven  cents  for  each  woman,  admitted  into  the 
Order  during  the  quarter,  and  a  further  quarterly  due  of  eight  cents  per  member:  and 
hall  also  give  a  report  of  business  transactions  in  same  manner  as  Division  Secretary. 

Article  EX. 

Section  1.  All  charters  and  dispensations  issue  directly  from  the  Dominion 
Grange  upon  application  of  Division  Granges,  or  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  Dominion  Grange,  and  shall  contain  a  blank  for  names  of  parties  who  have  applied 
for  the  same. 

Section  2.  Nine  men  and  four  women,  having  been  regularly  organized  Into  a 
Subordinate  Grange,  and  received  the  four  Subordinate  degrees,  are  entitled  to  a  Dis- 
pensation, if  duly  approved. 

Section  6.  Five  Subordinate  Granges,  in  any  County  where  there  is  no  Division 
Grange,  may  unite  and  form  a  Division  Grange;  and  any  Subordinate  Grange  or 
Granges  may  withdraw  from  any  Division  Grange  or  Granges,  and  either  form  a  new 
Division  Grange  or  unite  with  others  already  formed  whenever  the  interests  of  each 
and  ail  will  be  best  served  by  such  action,  but  such  action  must,  at  all  times,  receive 
sane-ion  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Dominion  Grange,  otherwise  to  be  void. 

BY-LAWS. 

Article  II. 

At  theannual  meeting  of  each  Subordinate  Grange,  the  members  shall  elect  two 

Delegates,  who,  with  the  Master,  shall  represent  them  in  the  Division  Grange,  (unless 
the  Division  Grange  with  which  they  are  connected  lias  decreased  the  representation, 
when  it  shall  be  in  accordance  therewith) :  and  at  the  animal  meeting  of  each  Division 
Grange  the  mernbew  shall  elect  one  or  more  Delegates  to  represent  them  in  Dominion 
Grange,  in  proportion  of  one  delegate  to  every  ten  and  fraction  of  ten  exceeding  four 
Subordinate  Granges  comprising  such  Division  Gran.ee ;  Dr  igcs,  composed  ol 

less  than  ten  Subordinate  Granges,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Delegate. 

In  Counties  where  there  are  less  than  five  Subordinate  Granges  which  are  not 
connected  with  any  Division  Grange,  such  Grauge  or  Granges  may  elect  oDe  delegate 
to  represent  them  in  the  Dominion  Grange,  and  shall  report  such  action,  duly  certi- 
fied, immediately,  to  tho  Secretary  of  Dominion  Grange. 
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Akticle  VII. 

Executive  Committee—It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  exercise 
&  general  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the  Order,  having  authority  to  act  on  all  mat- 
ters af  interest  when  the  Dominion  Grange  is  not  in  session;  may  appoint  deputies 
and  business  agents,  as  occasion  requires,  and  shall  direct  the  payment  of  all  moneys 
from  Dominion  Treasury,  and  shall  present  a  detailed  account  of  all  their  acts  to  the 
Dominion  Orange  on  the  first  day  of  its  Annual  Session. 

The  Master  and  Secretary  of  the  Dominion  Grange  shall  be  considered  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  XII. 

Past  Masters  and  Mastors  who  have  been  duly  elected  and  installed,  shall  ne  eligi- 
ble and  empowered  to  install  officers  of  Division  and  Subordinate  Granges;  Past 
Masters  are  those  who  have  served  a  term  in  office. 

Article   XIV. 

Subordinate  Granges  may  be  consolidated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  Executive  Committee  of  Division  Grange  to  which  they  are  connected;  but  if  not 
so  connected,  then  upon  terms  prescribed  by  Executive  Committee  of  Dominion 
Grange. 

Article  XVI. 

Expenses  of  members  of  Dominion  Grange  attending  sessions  of  same,  shall  be 
paid  from  funds  of  Dominion  Grange. 

Article  XVII. 

These  ByLaws  may  be,  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Dominion 
Grange,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 


On  motion,  the  Grange  adjourned. 


FOURTH  DAY. 

Morning  Session. 

Friday,  Oct.  7th,  1876. 

Grange  opened  at  the  usual  hour. 

Worthy  Master  in  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  regular  order  of  business,  viz. :  the 
reading  of  minutes,  was  suspended. 

Division  Grange  No.  II  placed  the  following  sugges- 
tion upon  the  table  : — 

We,  the  Delegates  from  Durham  Division  Grange,  No.  J  4,  suggest 
the  establishment  of  some  definite  system  for  the  improvement  of 
our  trade  relations.  In  regard  to  the  purchasing  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments, we  de^in  it  expedient  that  members  of  Subordinate  Granges 
order  their  machinery,  &c,  as  early  in  the  season  as  possible;  that  these 
orders  be  collected  by  Division  Granges  and  forwarded  to  Executive 
Committee  of  Dominion  Grange,  in  order  that  they  may  be  in  a  position 
to  make  large  orders,  and  thus  obtain  better  terms  for  members. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations. 
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Bro.  Wright,  Chairman  of  Committee  oh  Executive 
Committee's  Report,  submitted  their  report  as  follows  : 

1 .  Your  Committee  have  carefully  axamined  the  report  entrusted  to 
them,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  expressing  their  satisfaction  with 
the  diligence  and  attention  the  Executive  Committee  has  given  to  the 
business  of  the  Grange  during  the  past  year. 

2.  Your  Committee  observed  fVom  the  report,  that  a  very  large 
expense  has  been  incuired  in  the  printing  of  the  amended  By-Laws  of 
the  Grange,  and  with  a  vi"\v  of  utilizing  these  copies,  your  Committee 
would  recommend  that  should  further  alterations  in  these  By-Laws  be 
authorized  by  the  Dominion  Grange,  such  changes  be  printed  as  an 
Appendix  or  Supplement  to  the  present  edition. 

3.  While  judging  the  reasons  assigned  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee for  abandoning  for  the  present,  the  efforts  to  secure  the  incor- 
poration of  the  Dominion  Grange,  we  would  recommend  that  the  proper 
steps  be  taken  to  secure  an  Act  of  Incorporation  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble. 

4.  With  reference  to  the  blank  forms  of  petitions  sent  to  the 
Subordinate  Granges,  your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  very  limited 
number  of  signatures  attached  to  such  petitions,  heartily  approve  of 
the  action  of  the  Committee  in  not  forwardir.g  such  petitions  to  Par- 
liament during  the  last  Session;  but  would  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Standing  Committee  to  take  such  action,  subject,  of  course, 
to  the  approval  of  the  Subordinate.  Granges,  as  shall  con  luce  to  the 
abolition  of  oppressive  duties  and  monopolies  in  coal  oil  or  other  manu- 
factures. 

5.  Your  Committee,  believing  that  very  great  and  beneficial  results 
would  follow  from  the  more  extended  use  of  farm  machinery  and 
improved  implements  of  cultivation,  are  glad  to  see  that  efforts  have 
been  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  procure  for  tiie  members 
of  the  Granges  (by  the  establishment  of  a  manufacturing  company  or 
otherwise)  these  implements  at  reasonable  rates.  As  the  proposal  for 
the  establishment  oi  a  Manufacturing  Company  within  the  Grange  will 
doubtless  be  fully  considered  and  reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures,  your  Committee  ne#d  only  say  that  they  see  no  reason 
why  coo  eration  in.  manufacturing  or  in  other  productions,  if  honestly 
and  skilfully  managec^j  should  not  be  as  successful  as  such  co-opera- 
tion has  proved  to  be  in  the  p  n  ■  ■:,  ise  and  distribution  of  our  family 
and  farm  requisites.  Your  Committee  congratulate  the  Grange  on  the 
success  which  has  already  attendei  brts  to  purchase  direct  from 
tin-  manufacturer,  and  in  the  disp  sition  which  has  been  shown  by 
many  of  these  manufa  s  Hirers  to  establish  lirect  business  relations  with 
the  purcha  er,  and  thus  avoid  the  former  circuitous  road  by  which 
these  implements  readied  the  ultimate  purchaser. 

."our  Committee  beii  the  "  Parliamentary  Guide,"  issued 

during  tii^  past  year,  will  be  tin  means  of  causing  greater  uniformity 
and  harmony  in  the  conducting  of  the  business  of  the  Subordinate 
Granges,  by  referring  disputed  prints  to  the  recognized  authority, 
which,  in  the  absence  of  such  reference  or  appeal,  might  cause  serious 
irregularities  and  misunderstandings ;  we  would,  therefore,  recom- 
mend this  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  approval  of  the 
Gran  ire. 
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7.  Your  Committee  would  cordially  endorse  the  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  the  matter  ot  having  the  boundaries  of  Divi- 
sion Granges  properly  defined;  and.  believing  that  the  defining  of  the 
limits  of  each  new  Division,  or  the  al  ering  of  the  limits  of  Divisions 
already  established,  could  be  better  and  more  satisfact  >rily  done  by 
those  loyally  interested,  would  therefore  recommend  that,  subject  to 
the  limits  and  requirements  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  any 
alterations  so  required  and  applied  for,  be  distinctly  described  by  the 
Granges  making  the  application,  that  each  Division  Grange  mav  thus 
know  the  lull  A))d  <  xact  extent  of  its  jurisdiction. 

S.  With  reference  to  the  painful  position  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  being  compelled  to  decline  the  application  for  aid  from  the 
Dominion  Grange,  to  two  of  our  brothers  who  hail  each  suffered  loss 
from  lire,  your  Committee  believe  that  the  reason  assigned  for  such 
refusal  will  commend  itself  to  the  approval  of  the"  Dominion  Grange. 
Your  Committee  would,  however,  strongly  and  feelingly  recommend 
our  brothers  who  have  thus  suffered  loss  from  lire,  to  the  sympathy 
and  aid  of  the  Subordinate  and  Division  Granges  with  which  they  are 
connected,  hi  this  connection,  we  would  desire  to  express  the  hope 
that  the  efforts  to  establish  an  Insurance  Company  in  connection  with 
the  Grange  may  be  successful.  As  the  question  of  Fire  Insurance  in 
connection  with  the  Grange  has  been  referred  to  a  Committee  to 
report,  your  Committee  need  say  nothing  further,  but  recommend  such 
report  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Grange. 

9.  Your  Committee  observe  with  pleasure  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  been  alive  to  the  very  great  benefits  which  would  accrue  to 
the  Order  by  establishing  fraternal  and  other  beneficial  relations  with 
the  National  Grange  of  the  United  States,  and  would  express  a  fervent 
'hope  that  the  mission  of  Brother  Chase,  whom  they  have  appointed  to 
bear  our  fraternal  feelings  to  the  National  Grange,  mav  be  successful 
in  establishing  those  feelings  of  amity  and  co-operation  for  each  other's 
welfare  which  ought  to  characterize  and  distinguish  every  true  mem- 
ber of  the  Grange,  irrespective  of  nationality  or  of  the  form  of  govern- 
ment to  which  he  may  owe  allegiance. 

10.  Your  Committee  rejoice  to  see,  (from  the  proposals  of  the  firm  of 
Strange  &  Chapman,  of  Toronto,  and  of  C.  J.  Whellams,  of  Ottawa,  to 
act  as  agents  of  the  Grange)  prospects  of  realizing  greater  value  for  the 
gram  and  dairv  products  of  the  fanners.  Aa  it  is  one  <»f  t\ie  aims  and 
objects  of  the  Grange  to  '•  sell  together,"'  as  well  as  to  <•  buv  together," 
your  Committee  would  recommend,  after  the  integrity  and  standing  of 
these  or  other  firms  has  been  assured  to  the  Gi  tisfactory 
evidence  obtained  of  their  ubihty  to  carry  out  their  proposals,  that  as 
far  as  possible,  each  member  encourage  this  feature  in  our  work  of  co- 
operation, that  he  may  secure  to  the  fullest  extent  tin;  value  of  his 
labor,  relieved  from  the  burdensome  exactions  of  those  ,  ho  have 
hitherto  unnecessarily  come  between  Ins  productions  and  their  ulti- 
mate purchaser.  As  the  proposals  of  these  firms,  and  it  mav  be  of 
other  commission  merchants,  will  be  reported  on  by  another  I  Jommittee, 
your  Committee  can  safely  leave  the  whole  scheme  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grange. 

11.  With  regard  to  the  proposals  made  to  the  Executive  Committee 
by  parties  engaged  in  importing  or  in  manufacturing,  and  winch  have 
been  sent  to  the  Subordinate  Granges  by  circular  from  Dominion  Sec- 
retary, your    Committee  fully    agree    with  the    action   taken  by   the 
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Executive  Committee  to  leave  these  proposals  with  the  Subordinate 
Oranges  for  their  independent  action,  at  least  until  such  time  as  more 
concerted  action  can  be  taken  by  the  different  Granges  to  purchase  in 
larger  quantities  and  extend  to  its  furthest  possible  limits  the  princi- 
ple and  practice  of  co-operation  in  our  purchases. 

12.  As  the  sum  of  $50  has  been  set  apart  for  each  of  the  Provinces 
of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  Delegates  from  these  Provinces, 
your  Committee  trust  that  these  efforts  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
assist  in  encouraging  the  establishment  of  the  Grange  in  our  sister  Pro- 
vinces may  be  largely  successiul. 

13.  The  sum  of  $500  with  $30  for  extra  assistance  has  been  paid  to 
the  Secretary  for  his  services  for  the  last  year.  Your  Committee 
while  exacting  a  strict  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
appertaining  to  office,  would  recommend  to  the  Grange,  that  each 
paid  officer  should  be  tairlv  and  liberally  remunerated,  your  Commit- 
tee so  far  as  the  actions  of  the  Secretary  have  come  before  them,  have 
much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  prompt  and  expeditious  acknow- 
ledgements by  him  of  the  communications  which  have  been  sent  to 
his  office  on  the  business  of  the  Grange,  and  to  his  general-ability  for 
the  work  ;  your  Committee  while  recommending  to  the  Grange  the 
action  of  the  Executive  in  this  matter  of  the  Secretary's  salary  for  the 
past  year,  would  desire  to  leave  this  to  be  decided  in  the  future  by  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  attached  to  his 
office. 

14.  With  reference  to  the  communication  of  Sister  E.  J.  Whitelaw 
relative  to  the  intellectual  and  ^social  work  of  the  Grange  (referred  to 
in  the  report  under  review,)  your  Committee  would  cordially  recom- 
mend that  the  Dominion  Grange  take  such  action  as  shall  cause  the 
Subordinate  Granges  to  give  due  prominence  to  this  important  object 
of  our  organization.  As  this  and  kindred  matters  will,  in  all  likelihood.be 
reported  on  by  the  Committee  to  which  question-;  affecting  «•  the  Good 
•of  the  Order  "  have  been  submitted,  your  Committee  would,  at  pre- 
sent, only  be  anticipating  the  action  of  such  Committee  by  reporting 
any  mode  by  which  the  valuable?  suggestions  of  Sister  Whitelaw  could 
receive  practical  effect ;  they  may  therefore  safely  remit  to  the  Grange 
the  proper  consideration  of  this  important  subject. 

15.  Your  Committee  rejoice  to  see,  from  the  report  before  them? 
the  increased  respect  and  attention  shown  to  our  organization  by  the 
Legislature,  in  referring  questions  affecting  agricultural  interests  to  the 
Grange,  through  its  chief  officer,  for  its  opinion.  We  hope  that  this 
and  other  recognitions  of  our  Order  by  the  Government,  will  serve 
to  strengthen  our  hands  and  lead  to  a  more  thorough  acquaintance, 
on  the  part  of.  the  members  of  the  Order,  with  the  true 
source  and  cause  of  a  country's  prosperity  :  that  we  may  all, 
from  considerations  of  the  noblest  character,  be  prepared  to  discharge 
those  civil  and  politic al  duties,  whether  of  a  more  or  less  prominent 
nature,  which  may  devolve  upon  us. 

16.  Your  Committee  rejoice  further  to  see,  as  reported  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  favourable  prospects  and  indications  of  the  exten- 
sion of  our  Order  to  other  places  in  the  Dominion,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  Grange  in  every  legitimate  and  economical  way  to  assist  and 
encourage  such  extension  of  our  principles  to  places  where  as  yet  no 
Grange  has  been  established. 
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17.  Your  Committee  can  only  re  echo  the  closing  part  of  the  Execu- 
tive's report,  by  urging  on  every  member  of  the  Order  the  necessity  of 
personal  effort  in  carrying  out  the  noble  ends  which  the  Grange  has  in 
view,  by  being  faithful  to  the  obligations  we  have  undertaken,  and  assis- 
ting in  every  possible  manner  in  the  position  we  respectively  occupy 
in  the  Grange  ;  to  make  our  Order  useful  to  ourselves  and  respected 
by  all  classes  in  the  land.

To  the\Worthy  Mutter  and  Members  of  the  Dominion  Grange  : 

Your  f Committee  appointed  to  report  on  Foreign  Relations  and 
Co-operation,  beg  to  submit  the  following  for  your  consideration — To 
Wit: 

It  .affords  your  Committee  great  pleasure  to  inform  you,  that  the 
diffences  heretofore  existing  between  the  National  Grange  of  the  U. 
S.  and  us,  are  now  happily,  we  trust,  coming  to  a  favorable  issue,  they 
having  passed  a  resolution  at  the  last  annual  meeting  as  follows  : 

1st.  Resolved, —  That  the  National  Grange  will  recognize  lawfully 
established  Granges  in  foreign  countries,  and  that  the  hand  of  friend- 
ship will  always  be  extended  to  all  true  Patrons. 

2nd.  /I'eWreJ.— That  foreign  Granges  lawfully  established  are  fra- 
ternally invited  to  send  accredited  representatives  to  the  National 
Grange  or  appoint  suitable  Patrons,  resident  in  the  U.  S.,  to  bear  from 
such  foreign  Grang  s,  tokens  of  good — will  and  amity  and  to  main- 
tain forever  such  fraternal  relations  as  will  cement  us  in  ihe  bonds  of 
friendship, and  to  perpetuate  '« in  essentials,  unity-;  in  non-essentials,  lib- 
erty, and  in  all  things  charity.'' 

We  would  recommend  that  this  meeting  confirm  the  appointment 
made  by  our  Executive  Committee  of  Bro.  Dudley  T.  Chase,  Worthy 
Master  of  New  Hampshire  State  Grange  and  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  National  Grange  of  U.  S.,  as  our  representative  to 
the  National  Grange,  in  order  to  show  our  desire  to  reciprocate  the 
friendly  feeling  expressed  towards  us,  and  would  suggest  that  the 
National  Grange  be  invited  to  send  a  representation  to  our  annual 
meetings,  our  situation  being  such  that  our  interests  are  identical. 

The  National  Grange  having  already  taken  steps  to  establish  the 
Anglo-American  co-operative  association  by  having  sent  Bro.  Wright, 
Worthy  Master  of  the  State Grange  of  California,  as  a  delegate  to  the 
annual  Co-operative  Congress  held  in  Glasgow.  Bro.  Wright  reports  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  that  a  capital  of  $500,000  will  be  required, 
$250,000  by  the  co-operative  associations  of  G.  B.,  $250,000  by  the 
Grange  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith.  Any  furthpr  amounts  required 
for  the  extension  of  approp nations  has  been  offered  by  the  associa- 
tions in  G.  B..  at  a  nominal  rate  of  interest,  slightly  in  advance  of  Bank 
of  England  rates.     The  business  to  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Direc- 
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tors  elected  by  both  associations,  presided  over  by  a  President,  elected 
alternately  from  Gr.  B.  and  America,  each  Local  Board  to  manage  its 
own  affairs. 

We  recommend  the  consideration  of  the  above,  our  object  being  to 
find  the  best  market  for  our  products,  also  the  advantages  offered  in 
the  British  market  for  the  purchase  of  merchandise  required  by  us,  and 
to  avail  our- elves  of  the  most  direct  and  cheapest  transportation,  dis- 
pensing with  the  great  army  of*  middlemen,  who  greatly  diminish  our 
profi's  ;  and  we  ,vould  also  recommend  the  forming  of  co-operative 
stores,  where  practicable/that  they  may  become  links  in  the  great  chain 
of  co-operation.

The  Committee  on   Fire  Insurance    then    submitted 

their  report  as  follows  : 

To  the  Worthy  Master,  Sisters  and  Brothers,  in  Dominion  Grange  assembled  ; 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  Insurance, 
and  to  convey  to  you  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  beg  to  report. 

1st.  That,  while  in  a  few  sections  of  the  Dominion  there  are  in  exis- 
tence local  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Associations,  which  have  reduced 
the  ccst  of  Assurance  very  materially,  the  great  mass  of  the  farming 
community  are  paying  too  much  for  their  protection  from  loss  by  fire. 

2nd.  That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the  time  has  arrived 
when  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  establish  a  Mutual  Fire 
Assurance  Association  soie'y  for  the  benefit  of  our  Patrons,  on  a  sound 
and  healthy  basis,  which  will  provide  the  greatest  possible  security,  at 
its  true  value,  and  be  an  institution  which  will  t-nd  to  strengthen  the 
bond  of  brotherhood,  and  stimulate  our  neighbors  to  seek  admission 
to  our  Order. 

3rd.  Your  Committee  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  a  few  important 
changes  should  be  made  in  the  general  system  of  Mutual  Insurance  as 
now  in  operation  in  Ontario  to  adapt  it  to  the  requirements  of  our  Broth- 
erhood, some  of  which  Ave  desire  to  draw  your  attention  to,  namely  : — 
Losses  payable  on  adjustment  of  claim  without  the  usual  three  months 
delay.  Estimated  assessments  deposited  in  advance  thus'  saving 
the  immense  labor  and  cost  of  collecting  a  large  number  of  small  sums, 
at  the  same  time  enabling  the  society  to  pay  losses  promptly  without 
the  delay  of  collecting  from  the  members.  Conditions  of  policies  en- 
tirely free  from  usual  technicalities,  which  may  to  some  extent  be 
necessary  in  protecting  a  company  when  doing  business  with  all  clases 
of  society,  but  which  would  be  entirely  unnecessary  in  an  associa- 
tion such  as  ouri. 

With  this  end  in  view,  the  members  of  your  committee  are  con 
vinced  that  to  secure  the  establishment  of  such  a  company  in  the 
shortest  possible  time,  it  is  desirable  for  our  Worthy  Master  to  ap* 
point  a  standing  committee  of  five,  who  shall  be  considered  Provisional 
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Directors,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  prepare  constitution  and 
By-Laws, forms  of  application,  policies  and  their  conditions  and  classify 
insurable  property:  and  to  take  such  other  steps  necessary 
for  organization  (which  should  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Coin- 
mittee)after  which  they  shall  call  the  menibers  togetfierfor  the  election 
of  permanent  Directors,  asprovided  by  the  general  act  of  incorporation. 

4th.  Your  Committee  have  had  before  them  for  consideration  a 
draft  of  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  prepared  by  our  Worthy  Secretary, 
whicii  has  been  duly  considered.  Many  of  its  provisions  we  heartily 
endorse,  others,  we  think, require  revision. 

5th.  The  subject  of  Life  Assurance  has  not  been  fully  considered 
by  us,  but  we  are  of  oppinion  that  the  views  off  the  Subordinate  Granges 
should  be  obtained  more  fully  before  definite  astion  is  taken  by  this* 
Grange,  and  beg  to  recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  h  ive 
power  to  take  action  tor  the  establishment  of  such  a  company,  if  it 
should  be  found  desirable  by  a  majority  of  the  Division  Granges. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  wil 
be  prepared  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive    Committee  copies 
of  blank  forms  now  in   use  by  the  most  successful  insurance  associa- 
tions of  Ontario.

We,  your  Committee  on  Railways,  beg  leave  to  report: 

1st.  With  reference  to  the  suggestions  regarding  an  excursion  to 
the  Centennial,  we  f'Dund,  upon  inquiry,  that  a  considerable  time  must 
elapse  before  the  necessary  arrangements  with  railways  could  be  com- 
pleted, and  consequently,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season,  we  can- 
not recommend  any  action  in  the  matter. 

2nd.  The  Grand  Trunk ;  Great  Western  ;  and  Toronto,  Grey  and 
Bruce  Railways,  having  very  kindly  complied  with  the  request  of  your 
Executive  Committee,  asking  for  a  reduction  of  fare  to  delegates  and 
members  desiring  to  attend  this  meeting,  we  would  recommend  that 
a  resolution  acknowledging  the  courtesy  be  passed  by  this  Grange,  and 
a  copy  thereof  transmitted  by  tli9  Secretary  to  the  manager  of  each  of 
the  aforesaid  railways. 

3rd.  Owing  to  the  late  date  at  which  the  arrangements  were  made 
for  reduced  fares,  some  members  were  not  informed  of  the  matter. 
and  experienced  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  benefit  of  the  reduction  : 
therefore  we  would  suggest  that  in  future  the  Executive  Committee 
attend  to  this  in  time,  and  have  notices  of  such  arrangements  mailed 
to- the  Secretaries  of  Division  Granges  at  least  20  days  before  the  meet- 
ing to  which  they  refer.

The  Committee  on  Master's  Address  reported  their 
satisfaction  and  pleasure  with  the  same,  and  recommended 
its  contents  to  the  consideration  of  members. 

The  Committee  on  Secretary's  Report  expressed  their 
satisfaction  and  pleasure  with  the  same,  and  advised  the 
careful  consideration  of  the  many  valuable  suggestions  it 
contained. 

The  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations,  having  sub- 
mitted their  report,  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  back  for 
further  consideration. 
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Worthy  Master  declared  the  Grange  adjourned  until 
S  o'clock. 

Afternoon   Session. 

Grange  assembled  according;  to  adjournment. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  Bro.  T.  "Vf. 
Dyas  tor  the  very  valuable  services  he  had  rendered  this 
^ociety  in  the  past. 

Bro.  Dyas  responded  to  the  vote  in  a  lew  appropriate 
remarks,  expressing  the  pleasure  he  had  derived  from  his 
connection  with  the  Grange,  and  hoped  he  would  remain 
in  the  future,  as  he  had  been  in  the  past,  a  true  Patron. 

Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  again  submitted 

their  report  as  lollows  : 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  proposition  to 
establish  an  importing  house  in  dry  goods,  groceries,  &c,  for  the  Patrons 
of  Canada,  and  for  reasons  too  numerous  to  enumerate,  would  not 
recommend  the  same.  With  regard  to  the  tariff  on  coal  oil,  your 
committee  find  that  it  is  excessive,  when  compared  with  other  manu- 
factured articles,  and  would  recommend  the  Executive  Committee  to- 
take  such  steps  as  they  see  fit  to  get  it  placed  on  the  same  basis  as  re- 
gards customs  duties  as  other  manufactured  articles. 

Your  Committee  cannot  recommend  the  purchase  or  establish- 
ment of  Agricultural  works  at  the  present  time,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  large  manufactories  have  made  great  reductions  in 
the  price  of  their  implements,  allowing  to  the  members  of  the  Order 
the  percentage  heretofore  paid  to  agents,  and  we  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  others  will  make  still  more  liberal  inducements. 

Otters  having  been  placed  in  our  hands  by  two  houses  in  this  city 
for  the  sale  of  grain  and  other  farm  produce  through  Division  and 
Subordinate  Granges,  we  believe  a  considerable  saving  could  be 
effected  if  done  through  responsible  parties,  and  would  recommend 
the  Executive  Committee  to  make  enquiries  as  to  their  standing,  and 
report  to  the  various  Division  and  Subordinate  Granges.  And  in 
addition,  we  would  report,  that  an  offer  has  been  made  to  your  com- 
mittee by  Messrs.  Norris  <fe  Soper,  of  this  city,  to  supply  the  Granges  of 
Canada  with  musical  instruments,  at  a  reduction  of  about  fifty  per 
«enfc  on  tneir  former  prices. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
